STUDENTS ON RUN 


_ “PARIS (OPI) — Police vay slammed ¢anisters 
of tear gas into Left Bank sidewalk restaurants to flush 
out students rioting for the third day in the heart of 


Paris. 

The rioters, :some with 
goggles to protect them from 
the tear’ gas and the acrid 
Smoke. from street bonfires, 
scrambled into the restaurants 
to escape advancing lines of 
club-swinging police. 


Red Cross officials said more 
than 60 persons were hurt ‘badly 
enough to be hospitalized and 
more were treated on the spot. 
Another 700 persons were hurt 
in a bloody day of violence 
Monday. 


Rubble from clashes Tuesday 
littered Paris from the Sorbonne 
University to the tomb of the 
unknown soldier where demon- 
strators waved. little red flags 
and sang a Communist anthem. 


The “Communist Intern a- 
tionale” reverbratéd against the 
walls of the building where talks 
are expected to begin soon 
between the United States and 
North Vietnam, only 300 yards 
fromthe tomb, and officials 
were increasingly concerned 
that the riots would dipeypt the 
talks, 


Police. made no move to 
interfere when about, 10,000 
marchers arrived at the Arch of 
Triumph and the tomb, lit by 
floodlights ‘and a flame re- 
kindled nightly by veterans of 
the dwindling ‘army of ghosts” 
who held Verdun. 


TEARFUL VETS. 


The sight brought tears to the 
eyes of some of the veterans, 
watching from a distance as the 
students. waved ‘ red’ ‘flags over 
the flame and covered, the 
floodlights, plunging the: monu- 
ment in darkness, 

Later several thousand of the 
demonstrators streamed back 
down the Champ Elysees and 
across the River Seine to again 
battle riot police in the Latin 
quarter, home of 700-year-old 
Sorborine University where stu- 
dent power riots were born.

This has led Senator Fulbright, 
chairman of the Senate foreign re- 
lations corimittee, and normally a 
proponent of aid, to refuse to report 
out the administration’s recommen- 
dations. He has requested that Sec- 
retary of Defence Clifford appear 
before the committee and justify 
the military expenditures and so far

Man may yet 
arrest his downward slide and slowly 
evolve into a porpoise. 

‘Already a few hopeful signs have 
appeared. For one thing, man has 
started to learn our language. It was 
easy for us to-learn English, a primitive 
dialect, but the porpoise speéch is more 
difficult and complicated because it 
conveys thought far. beyond human 
understanding. j 

“Still, when he has learned to speak 
properly, man may even learn to think. 


And he had_ better Be told in advance 
that it is an agonizing experience for a 
beginner. ‘No doubt it will kill the first 
men who ‘attempt it. but perhaps others 
will survive the experiment. 

“At eny rate, we have made a start. 
We have showed .man the boundless 
freedom of the- sea after his long 
imprisonment on land, We have showed 
him, in owr superb, functional bodies, our 
streamlined muscles and massive brain, 
what he may accomplish if he works at 
it We have offered him the chance of 
release from his devolution and wretched 
manhood. But will he grasp that last 
faint hope of salvation? | 

“Now you must excuse me. I have to 
do a few cheap tricks for the crowd and 
if you watch its infantilé and barbarous 
reaction you'll see what I mean. Alas, 
we porpoises may have arrived on the 
human scene too late.”

Counting the Costs of Prairie. Alcoholism 


VER> the past decade: Royal Com- 
Missions” have gone probing into 
most of the darkest nooks and deepest 
cranies of prairie life. There is one 
glaring exception. 
Nobody has paid the 
slightest attention to 
the blackest patch of 
all which alcohol is 
causing. The cost, 
socially and finan- 
cially, of misuse of 
alcohol is beyond 
computation, al- 
though ‘he hints are 
everywhere in the 
statistical reports of Gray 
governments and their agencies. Alcohol- 
ism is not only distorting the. crime 
statisties of the west, it is so cluttering 
the jails and other institutions that there 
is little room left for what might -be 
called the legitimate inmates. Here are 
some Alberta figures: 

The province had an average of 1,423 
inmates in its provincial—jails last year 
and 41 per cent of them were in for 
offenses corinected with alcohol. In the 
last five years, 34,132 Albertans have 
been jailed for drunkenness, drunken 
driving, illegal ee and posses- 
sion of liquor. 

In the past year, there were just over 
18,000 edmissions to jails, and two thirds 
cf the sentences were for 30 days or less. 
The length of the sentence leads to the 
suspicion that the alcoholism statistics 
are in fact under-stated. It may well be 

“that many of the jail terms imposed for 
vagrancy,. disturbing the peace; nee 
arise from-beoze.—— -- 

In nowhere else are the ravages “ot 
alcoholism as tragic as among the Indian 
and Metis population. Just under a third 


of the inmates. of Alberta jails at any 
given moment. ere Indians and Metis 
who make up barely one per cent of the 
population. Here again the statistics are 
distortei. Most of the whites charged 


—with drunkenness pay their fines and 


hence keep out of these statistics. The 
Indians who often subsist in a sub- 
poverty environment cannot afford to 
buy their freedom from jail. 


As a recent commission into northern 
Indian problems recently found, the 
plight of a drunken Indian is complicated 
by other handicaps..He cannot usually 
understand court proceedures. He has 
difficulty with the language. The royal 
commissioner suggested that simple 
drunkenness should no longer be treated 
as a crime, that drunks be locked up for 
the night and turned loose in the 
morning. 

The implication of this judgement is 
surely this: drunkenness has become 
such a-comomnplace problem that it is 
overtaxing the jail facilities of the prov- 
inées. There is a tacit acceptance of 
this fact in the recent -statement of 
Premier E. C. Manning, the attorney- 
general, that some new type minimum 
security institution has to be invented to 
take care of the drutks, who don't belong 
in jail. i 


Overcrowded Jails

But the vexing task of housing the 
drunks. is not the worst aspect—of the 
alcoholic impact. The problem has 
completely outgrown the growth and 
training of skilled personne] to assist in 
providing ‘remedial treatment. All the 
provincial institutions are badly under- 
staffed. Alberta's correctional staff is 
about 100 under what it needs, 

Premier Manning has correctly 
pointed out that alcoholics, after they 
have been dried out, donot require 
maximura security institutions. Indeed, 
many would stay institutionalized with- 
but being locked up. But with the 
increase in alcoholism there has been a 
rapid increase in the need for people who 
can provide psychological and psychia- 
tric treatment for the victims. 


Insutticient Psychiatrists 


But with every specialist in the west 
working overtime on his own practice, 
where can the government or the public __ 
turn for skilled assistance? It is small 
wonder that inmates. being released from 
juvenile institutions and penitentiaries 
complain that counselling services to 
assist in their rehabilitation are non- 
existent. 


Meanwhile it is costing roughly $10 a 
day per pérson to maintain the popula- 
tion in provincial jails. Even when the 
new minimum security institutions are 
built the cost will hardly be less, But, 
with the three.prairie provinces-budget=— 
ing to ‘teke in more than $100,000,000 in 
liquor profits ‘this year, the cost of 
succoring the casualties ‘is a —merely 
incigental expense; 

The crowning frony-of the situation Is 
surely this: The WCTU and other 
temperance forces’ that forced prohibl- 
tion on the area 50 years ago have all 
gone out of business. The only public 
outery one hears today is for the further 
liberalization of the liquor laws to make 
booze even easier, to get, It is an 
agitation which all governments have 
vested interests in listening to,

president, .Anton Vratusa “of 
Yugoslavia. 

“The council is convinced that 
the situation constitutes the 
gravest threat to international 
peace and security in the area. 
The council considers that the 
United Nations has a serious 
and direct responsibility to avert 
such a threat.” 

African speakers have de- 
manded that the assembly. ask 
the UN Security Council to take 
forceful measures under the UN. 
charter against South Africa. 
This could include economic and 
diplomatic isolation, and even 
use of military. force as a last 
resort. 

The United States, Britain and 
France, among permanent 
members ‘of the Security Coun- 
cil with the right of veto, have 
been consistent opponents of use 
of force.

WASHINGTON—On any other day it would have been news 
of little interest that lingering traces of a painkilling drug had 
turned up in the urine analysts of the winner of the seventh 
race at Churchill Downs. Sometimes this. happens in horse 
racing because drugs that soothe are a staple of the trainers’ 
profession. Thoroughbreds are too big for the frail legs they 
were born with, and give them an awful pounding on the race 
tracks, 


But because this seventh race at Churchill Downs was the 
94th Kentucky Derby, it came over the telegraph wires ‘Tuesday 
like continuing thunderclaps that Dancer's Image was involved 
in a drugging and was being disqualified as the Derby winner. 
The track chemists had found the spoor of Phenylbutazone or a 
derivative in the winner's urine sample. 

Ha! Seandal! Fix! 

For the uninitiated, these were certain to be the first 
reactions. The Derby had been won by dark plot. A hopped-up 
horse, incited and quickened by'some cruel dosage had come 
all the way from last place to beat out the favorite and win 
millions for his owner and friends who were in on the betting 
coup. 

That such are not the facts will hardly save-horse racing 
from its. newest black eye or persuade the cynics that the sport 
is otherwise than dishonest. Explanations are never completely 
satisfactory, mor do they ever catch up with suspicion. 
Semebody once said that Rumor is halfway around the world 
before Truth gets its boots on, 


Phenylbutazone. Even the mame seems to connote the 
hypodermic needle put to evil use. The fact is, the 
veterinarians and medical profession will testify, it is a healing 
drug, not a stimulant. It will not make an ailing horse, or even 
@ well one, run a fraction of a second faster or give him one 
extra inch endurance beyond his normal capacity. It will make 
him_run more comfortably. 

It is inconceivable that Dancer's Image’s stable expected to 
get away with doping up its good colt for the Derby, in 
violation of the prohibition against the use of phenylbutazone 48 
hours before the race. The swollen ankle ailment of Dancer’s 
Image was well known, It was publicly announced by trainer 
Lou Cavalaris that fluid had been taken from both rear ankles 
the week before the race. Certainly it was known the colt would 
come under close scrutiny by the chemists if he won the race, 
or even. if he didn’t. 

It is uncontested that traces of the drug were found after 
the. race. It is also emphasized by veterinarians that some 
horses shake off the drug quicker than others. A trainer 
Eespecting the 48-hour limit on the use of the butazone 

erivatives could be done in by the special chemical processes 
of his horse and be a big loser in taking his calculated risk that 
all would be negative at test time. 


_In_.Versailles, Ky., Tuesday, Dr,William—McGee, former 
president of the 1000-member American Association of Equine 
Practitioners, ‘pointed out that Kentucky outlawed butazone and 
its derivatives only reluctantly in 1961. ‘We went along only 
because of the pressure put on us by the National Association 
of Racing Commissions, We did not feel butazone was a 
harmful drug,” he said. 

At Colorado race tracks, butazone drugs are not illegal. 
Colorado recognizes them as healing drugs, but to insure 
consistency the state demands that trainers notify the 
commission when the drug is being used. Actually, no state 
racing commission has a law spelling out the illegality of 
butazone, merely limitations on its use. The admonition is: Use 
the drug in training if-you like, but don’t run your horse if he 
shows traces of it in his urine. 

As late as 1960, butazolidin, a trade-name drug that is a 
derivative of butazone, was completely legal in Kentucky, 
although outlawed in New York. This was the year that 
Venetian Way won. the Derby, and Red Smith reported that “It 
was no secret that Venetian Way was, getting his slug of the 
stuff before he won the Derby by three lengths.” 


The exact ailment that induced Venetian Way’s trainer to 
dose him with Qutazolidin is a bit vague in memory but the 
effectiveness of the drug was apparent. Certainly it made the 
colt run more comfortably in the Derby than he did three 
weeks later at Pimlico, where the drug was forbidden. Venetian 


Way finished fifth in the Preakness. Three weeks after that, he, 


was beaten five lengths in the Belmont Stakes, unsupported by 
the healing drug that was forbidden in New York. . 

There is some evidence that the poor horse does not get a 
fair shake in the use of the soothing drugs of the type that 
physicians readily prescribe for athletes with, for example, 
pulled muscles or arthritis. Dr. McGee calls butazone ‘‘an 
analgesic, comparable to an aspirin for relieving pain and 
inflammation.” 

The baseball player with an ailing arm, like Sandy Koufax 
had, or arthritic knees that have overtaken Mickey Mantle, 


gets a shot of cortisone, a steroid drug likened to butazone, and \ 


pitches a shutout or hits a winning homer and‘is hailed as a 
hero. Nobody demands a urine test. A three-year-old colt wins 
the Kentucky Derby with the soothing help of a similar drug 
and gets his name forever posted in infamy.

The council says the 
average cost of shipping one 
ton of cargo 12,500 miles from 
Japan to Britain via Panama 

‘Canal is $435. Using a land 
bridge, the 45-day trip would 
be reduced to 25 days and 
10,630 miles at a: cost of $363. 

This assumes a_ Canadian 
railroad capacity to handle 
container cargo unloaded at a 
rate of 1,200 per ship in 
Vancouver by means of giant 
eranes, with-trains expedited 
across Canada with only a 
two-hour pause in mid-conti- 
nent to connect with a feeder 
train from the U.S. 

Again, at the Atlantic end, 
huge cranes would take con- 
tainers fram the slow-moving 
flatcars for loading aboard a 
second container vessel, 
virtually without stopping. 

The council indicates a 
Canadian bridge is more 
likely than a -U.S. rail bridge 
because fewer carriers are 
involved. In the U.S. a jumble 
of railroads to deal with has 
created a_—red tape barrier 
that seems unlikely to be cut 
before next year’s deadline.
